MONROE DOCTRINE 


Everybody Talks But 
Nobody Does a Thing 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
The 
Monroe 
Doctrine 
has something 
in 
common 
with 
the 
weather. 
Just plain, ordinary weather. 


Everybody is talking about the 
Monroe 
Doctrine 
but nobody 
is 
doing anything about it. 


Cuba has made the doctrine a 
talky topic. 
There is reason why nobody is 
doing anything about the Monroe 
Doctrine in relation to Cuba. That 
reason is this: The Monroe Doc­ 
trine was 
and 
is 
a preventive 
doctrine. It was designed to per­ 
suade 
certain 
European powers 
not to do certain things in the 
Western 
Hemisphere. 
The 
doc­ 
trine in most cases could persu­ 
ade and prevent only when sup­ 
ported by strong—very strong — 
threats of hard-nosed war if the 
European powers persisted. 
More 
simply: 
Mr. 
M onroe’s 
doctrine was a device of state­ 
craft intended to help keep the 
United States out of war by pre­ 
venting the development of a sit­ 
uation in which the national in­ 
terest would compel the United 
States to undertake a war. 
The essential points that bear 
on the deplorable situation which 
the Eisenhower administration al­ 
lowed to develop in Cuba 
are 
these. 
The Monroe Doctrine was in­ 
tended to prevent: 
Any attem pt by the European 
powers to extend their political 
system to any portion of 
this 
hemisphere, or to any part of ei­ 
ther continent. 
Any interposition, by any E u r­ 


opean power, for the purpose of 
oppressing or controlling in any 
other manner the destinies of the 
Latin American governm ents who 
have declared their independence 
and maintaind it. 


These are two 
of five 
basic 
points 
certified 
by 
the late J. 
Reuben Clark who. in 1928, wrote 
for 
the 
State 
Department 
a 
memo on the Monroe Doctrine. 
Clark 
was 
undersecretary 
of 
state. 
Clark's scholarly analysis clear­ 
ly shows that in purpose and in 
application, 
Mr. 
Monroe's 
doc­ 
trine was a preventive measure, 
like wearing rubbers against the 
threat of heavy rain. As wearing 
rubbers would 
serve 
not much 
purpose after the feet were wet, 
so the Monroe Doctrine is not 
likely to be of much use after 
th 
fact of old 
world intrusion 
into the new w orld—as Commu­ 
nism has intruded in Cuba. 
The 
doctrine 
was 
stated 
In 
1823. Cuba has figured since in 
a 
dozen 
developments 
which 
could be considered 
as coming 
within area of (he principles un­ 
derlying 
(he 
M onroe 
Doctrine. 
More often 
than 
not 
over 
the 
years, the Doctrine was the ba­ 
sis of sturdy U.S. diplomacy to 
prevent Great B ritain from seiz- 
ng Cuba from Spanish control.

United 
States 
was 
ever 
eager and anxious to prevent a 
great naval 
power 
(Great 
Bri­ 
tain) from controlling the strate­ 
gic Cuban harbors and bases and. 
thereby, 
the 
naval 
situation 
in 
the Caribbean.

N ational guardsmen, a rm e d with 
ax handles, paced the nearly de 
serted streets in pairs, watched 
quietly from windows, and waited 
on rooftops. About 70 slate and 
city policem en patrolled the town. 
Few a t u d e n t a were on the 
streets. 
They were gathered on 
the sand in front of an ocean­ 
side

club where 
they 
danced the twist to the music of 
a sm all combo. 
They writhed eerily in the soft 
moonlight and the light of a few 
bonfires. 
Single 
men were 
ob­ 
served moving among the dancing 
couples. 
Later, police halted the music 
and the students slowly began to 
disperse. Authorities were hopeful 
the belligerence in this resort, a 
favorite spot for students at the 
end of the summer, was subsid­ 
ing. They said it appeared small 
groups of agitators were unsuc­ 
cessful in trying to incite another 
outburst. 
The 
police and guard patrols 
continued. 
The uneasy lull came after new- 
rioting Sunday afternoon and eve­ 
ning. The students spent the day- 
milling on the beach, (hen sudden­ 
ly charged at riot squads on the 
other side of the seawall at the 
end of the main street. They were 
repulsed with ax handles and tear 
gas. 
About 60 of the young men were 
under arrest. About 49 remained 
in jail, overflowing the city jail 
into the county jail. 
Three m ore persons were hos­ 
pitalized Sunday, bringing the to­ 
tal to six. Many others were treat­ 
ed for m inor injuries. 
All liquor sales were banned in 
a ring 35 miles around Seaside. 
Gov. M ark Hatfield was consid­ 
ering extending the dry zone.

O ther Editors 


A realization that young Americans «ill 
be inadequately prepared for the realities of 
the w orld they live in w ithout a knowledge 
of Communism, a major contem porary force, 
is growing in the public school system. In 
states as widely separated as New York, 
Florida and Ohio the subject, unthinkable 
a decade or so ago, is being taught. In St. 
Louis, the bar, the universities and county 
school leaders are taking the lead to devel­ 
op understanding of Communism. But how 
well the subject will be taught remains to 
be seen. 
Teachers with a sufficient background 
In the subject are scarce, and the first nec­ 
essity is to train more. Sudents unground­ 
ed in economics, unprepared to handle the­ 
ories on the subject, "com e to class with 
some poorly grounded, pre-conceived cliches 
about the Communist system," and “ Marx­ 
ism-Leninism stops them cold," one Virginia 
educational official is quoted as saying. Worst 
of all. th e panicky approach to the subject 
through compulsory legislation leads timid 
teachers to play it safe by indoctrinating stu­ 
dents in anti-Communist propaganda rath­ 
er than instructing them in objective facts. 
Throughout much of the whole approach 
to teaching Communism in the public schools 
there runs an underlying fear that objective 
education in the subject m ay be dangerous, 
that information may becom e indoctrination 
and subvert the students. This attitude dis­ 
play's, it seems to us, a rem arkable lack of 
confidence in the ability of capitalist democ­ 
racy to stand on its own merits, as well 
as of the students’ stability. It leads, further­ 
more, xvhen expressed, as it usually is, in 
terms of counter-indoctrination, to exactly 
the opposite effect from the one intended — 
it makes thoughtful students suspicious of 
«hat is being presented to them.

portance in the world struggle 
that far surpasses the fluttering 
curve of JFK 's “popularity,'' or 
his chances to survive the rival­ 
ries of Goldwater, Rockefeller 
and the other Republican chal­ 
lengers. 
Call it a far stretch of ger- 
mancness, if you will, 
but 
I 
have thought that a series of 
articles by Russian movie di­ 
rectors on the Soviet film in­ 
dustry (translated from Izvesria 
and Pravda in this month's So­ 
viet Review) are very much 
to the point. 
U n d e r Khrushchev’s leader­ 
ship. and following a program 
set forth by the 22nd Commun­ 
ist Party 
Congress, 
S o v i e t 
movieland 
has 
undergone 
a 
boom and an artistic renaissance 
which is reflective of one un­ 
deniable factor — the same one 
that showed in the wild welcome 
of 
the 
Russian 
Cosmonauts. 
This is Khrushchev’s astonish­ 
ing pow er to evoke confidence 
end pride in the Russian w ay 
of life. 
There are 14 studios in t h e 
USSR. In 
1951, 
under 
Stalin, 
they produced only 
nine 
pic­ 
tures. These were the works of 
less than two dozen directora, 


the “ approved masters" whom 
Stalin entrusted with the work. 
Today, using the same studios, 
Russia is turning out approxi­ 
mately 120 films a year by a 
large group of talented and in­ 
spired director-producers, 
most 
of whom had been kept in sub­ 
ordinante jobs in the pre-Kh­ 
rushchev era. 
R u s s i a n artistic creativity 
from T o l s t o y to Pasternak 
needs no comment, but wh a t 
concerns us today is the direc­ 
tion that this great inheritance 
is taking. It would be gratify­ 
ing to write that subservience 
to Statism and Communism had 
turned Russian film 
directors 
into mere propaganda peddlers, 
but this is not the case. These 
directors are inspired, as their 
writings show, by the opportuni­ 
ty of translating contemporary 
life to the screen, in terms of 
the 
Communist 
conception 
of 
art. 
What Is this conception? Di­ 
rector G. Alerandrov (no rela­ 
tion) accepts the doctrine of the 
Party leaders who 
have 
said 
that movies are part of the total 
task in “the education of the 
new man to whom it will be 
given to build the new society.” 
The Russian producer is not so 
much trying to justify or exag- 
gerage the accomplishments of 
Communist life as he is trying to 
show that there is a joy and a 
beauty at the heart of all life, 
even though the material circum­ 
stances are unsatisfactory. Ale- 
androv writes: 
“Our art must first and fore­ 


most have great beauty, for the 
experience 
of 
beauty 
always 
carries with it a joyous sense 
of affirmation. Beauty cleanses 
m an's spirit, makes him better 
and more noble . . . Let us 
therefore do everything that can 
be done so that our films may 
become a source of delight and 
inspiration for those who a r e 
now building a society . . ." 
In brief, he is saying the con­ 
temporary Soviet artists should 
bring beauty to the Russian audi­ 
ence so that these viewers will 
carry on the work of building 
their socialized society. 
This is a far cry from the 
box office mentality of Holly­ 
wood which 
has just botched 
up one of our finest American 
novels, “Advise and Consent." 
with a revolting scene (not in 
the book) which takes a U. S. 
Senator to a homosexual orgy 
in New York City. The Russian 
idealism is a far cry from the 
current 
escapism into 
histori­ 
cal. 
non-American spectaculars 
such as "Cleopatra" with Eliza­ 
beth Taylor and “El Cid" with 
Sophia Loren. 
It is all too obvious, f r o m 
these examples and many oth­ 
ers, that the New Frontier does 
not have the enthusiasm for the 
American 
Way 
that 
Khrush­ 
chov’s 
regime 
has 
for 
the 
Russian Way. I go further to 
suggest that the intellectualists 
who surround the President do 
not know what the American Way 
is, and that its rediscovery, both 
in art and nationalism, is the 
central problem of our age.

liis appointment. It is still beside the point. 
For a man to flip-flop economically and 
politically from the beliefs which enabled 
him to hold the posts of counsel for the 
AFL-CIO and, later, secretary of labor and 
to treat disputes between labor and industry 
impartially, is to project him not only as a 
Solomon but as a god. 
Surely, in all of the b ar and in all of 
the courts of these United States, there must 
he men whose judicial records and freedom 
from left or right political taint would have 
made of them m ore palatable appointees. 
As it now stands, the Goldberg appoint­ 
ment is another cynical and arrogant ac­ 
knowledgement that the Supreme Court of 
the U nited States has becom e and is but 
another political weapon. 
In God's nam e, w here has gone the 
Olympian prestige which in days gone hv 
made our youngsters look upon the Court 
and upon the presidency w ith reverence? 


As the Detroit Superintendent of Schools, 
Dr. S. M. Brownell, perceptively says: "The 
facts about Communism and American de­ 
mocracy need to be presented accurately and 
fairly. Otherwise, what is being presented 
will be discounted by youth as propaganda; 
and teachers will be contributing to one of 
the perils of freedom of learning (through) 
the presentation of partial truth and biased 
evidence.” 
Students who accept it, furthermore, may 
easily be worse off than those who do not. 
They will be more confused than before 
about the actual nature of Communism and 
why it has become the force it is. They will 
be baffled to comprehend the industrial and 
scientific accomplishments of the Soviet Un­ 
ion, the ideological heresies of China, Yu­ 
goslavia and Albania, and m uch of the con­ 
tinuing developments in Communist coun­ 
tries that they read about in their daily news­ 
papers. Dr. John H. Fischer, president of 
Columbia Teachers’ College, put it succint-. 
ly when he said: 
“ If we persist in teaching simply that 
Comunism is to democracy approximately 
as villainy to heroism, the student will find 
it difficult if not impossible to understand 
the enormous gains of Communism in the 
last tw o decades. He will be hard put to ac­ 
count for Communism's appeal to the poor, 
the ignorant and the uncommitted of the 
world.” 
W e cannot serve the political system 
of government by the people or the econom­ 
ic system of capitalism as well as we should 
unless we possess a thorough knowledge of 
the alternatives that are proposed. But it 
cannot he counter-brainwashing, it m ust be 
truly education, which implies respect for 
knowledge as it stands.

We honor America's working­ 
man and his contribution to the 
well-being of our n a t i o n . We 
would ever so gladly be able to 
report that all our efforts are 
directed towards the production 
of peaceful matters, but some­ 
how

House seem to have other plans 
for the world and labor mightily 
towards the one end: to end all 
freedoms on this planet Earth. 
The latest developments regard­ 
ing the ban and control of atom­ 
ic weapons testing are a sad 
point in issue. 
Both the United States and the 
Soviet Union endorse the idea of 
a Jan. 1, 1963 cutoff of atomic 
weapons testing. We are ready 
to accept an unpoiiced ban of 
surface, water and air nuclear 
testing, so do the Russians. But 
we insist on compulsory on-site 
inspections periodically in order 
to rule 
out any 
underground 
tests which cannot be otherwise 
detected by available means. It 
does not look as if agreement 
will be reached by Sept. 8 when 
the disarmament conference will 
recess and the discussions wilt 
be transferred to the U.N. Gen­ 
eral Assembly. 


Proposals Rejected 


Soviet First Deputy 
Foreign 
Minister 
Vasily V. 
Kuznetsov 
categorically rejected all propos­ 
als because they contained a pro­ 
vision of on - the - spot control, 
which Kuznetsov calls a Western 
scheme to force the Soviet Union 
“to lay open its defense system 
to NATO (North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization) when certain cir­ 
cles in the West do not hide 
the fa:t that they are preparing 
for nuclear war against the So­ 
cialist countries." 
The World is deeply worried 
about the nuclear race between 
the two major powers, Russia 
and the U.S. and it is an added 
shock when other nations come 
out ‘swinging the nuclear club’ 
Great Britian, the third atomic 
power, is so closely allied with 
the U.S. that there is complete 
unanimity in all major points of 
the issue. Frsnce went it alone 
and was the first outsider to 
prove that there is no monopo­ 
ly on brain or progress in sci­ 
ence. 


Warning Issued 


President Kennedy warned the 
world that unless a workable nu­ 
clear test ban is reached there 
may be’ 10 or even 15 nuclear 
powers by 1970. This is shocking 
news, but we must not overlook 
the fact that possession of a nu­ 
clear device requires an addi­ 
tional stage, the setting off of a 
nuclear weapon and the final 
element of long-range delivery 
which is not practical without 
an inter-continental ballistic mis­ 
sile. 
It is m ore likely that western- 
oriented powers 
develop 
their 
own nuclear maturity than the 
less 
mechanical 
and 
science- 
minded communist 
powers 
of 
Eastern Europe who could not 
and would not dare to disobey 
the dictates of the Red House. 
Red China has made atomic 
headlines but is still quite re­ 
mote from anything but the ele­ 


mentary school of atomic weap­ 
onry. 
What makes the Russians such 
reluctant dragons’ when it comes 
to nuclear 
controls? Are the 
Russians really afraid that the 
West would spy if on-site polic­ 
ing were allowed? Are the Rus­ 
sians holding out for better con­ 
ditions — and can we possibly 
offer anything 
but 
‘surrender’ 
terms to be accepted by the 
Kremlin? Do the Russians plan 
a ‘big doublecross’, getting rea­ 
dy for the ‘blowout'? Are tha 
Russians stalling for time and 
why? 


Russ Rush Power 


These are questions for which 
we seek answers. The Russians 
have not reached their maximum 
nuclear power and are behind 
in both deterrent and aggres­ 
sive strength and I believe that 
the Soviet scientists are work­ 
ing on a 'crash program' to de­ 
velop these powers When they 
are attained, the Kremlin may 
be ready to discuss more seri­ 
ously the nuclear ban. until then, 
negotiations are carried on in tha 
peculiar Soviet style which is 
both frustrating and ennervating. 
We might wish to consider that 
Khrushchev may appear this fall 
in the U.N. in New York. If 
he does show up he will use the 
platform of the U.N. for a blis­ 
tering propaganda attack upon 
the West and come up with re­ 
hashed counter proposals to gain 
additional time and status in the 
nuclear race.
